Federal personnel within the United States increased 3,922 from 
the May total of 2,297,958 to the June total of 2,301,880. 

Exclusive of the Department of Defense there was an increase of 
6,198 from the May figure of 1,157,435 to the June figure of 1,163,633.

ment of Defense for June was 1,138,247, a decrease of 2.276 from the 
May figure of 1] 2 

The ( fee of the secretary of Defense decreased Ss from the May 
firure of 2,064 to the June figure of 1,976 . 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 1,166 from the May figure of 453.073 to the June

Outside continental United States Federal personnel decreased 527 
from the May total of 181,006 to the June total of 180,479. 

A decrease of 850 was reported by the departments and agencies 
other than the Department of Defense from the May total of 61,814 
to the June total of 60.964. 

Total civilian emplovment outside continental United States for 
the Department of Defense increased 323 from the May figure of 
119,192 to the June figure of 119,515. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense reported 44 in overseas 
civilian employment, a decrease of 5. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 607 in over- 
seas civilian employment from the May figure of 52,014 to the June 


figure of 52,621 

The Department of the Air Force reported a decrease of 111 in 
overseas civilian employment from the May figure of 35,704 to the 
June figure of 35,593 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 168 in overseas 
civilian employment from the May figure of 31,425 to the June figure 


of 31,257. 
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INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYEES 
(See table IV, p. 10) 


Total industrial employment during the month of June 1953 de- 
creased 2,148 from the May total of 763,670 to the June total of 
761,522. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other than 
the Department of Defense increased 69 from the May figure of 
27,235 to the June figure of 27,304. 

The Department of Defense decreased its total industrial employ- 
ment 2,217 from the May figure of 736,435 to the June figure of 
734,218. 

The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 486 from the 
May figure of 262,171 to the June figure of 261,685. Inside conti- 
nental United States Army industrial employment decreased 1,307 and 
outside continental United States Army industrial employment in- 
creased 821. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 200 from 
the May figure of 173,234 to the June figure of 173,434. Inside con- 
tinental United States Air Force industrial employment decreased 126 
and outside continental United States Air Force industrial employ- 
ment increased 326. 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 1,931 from the 
May figure of 301,030 to the June figure of 299,099. Inside conti- 
nental United States Navy industrial employment decreased 1,879 and 
outside continental United States Navy industrial employment 
decreased 52. 


The term “industrial « mployees’’ as used by the committee refers 


to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled, and supervisory employees paid 
by the Federal Government who are working on construction projects, 
such as airfields and roads and in shipyards and arsenals It does 


not include maintenance and custodial employees

My Dear Mr. SumMerrieip: As you know it has been the policy 
of the Joint Committee on Reduction of Nonessential Federal Expend- 
itures, under its statutory authority (55 Stat. 726), for nearly 10 years 
to publish monthly reports on employment by Federal agencies. 

Your letter of April 3, 1953, advised that you were dissatisfied with 
the accuracy of Post Office employment records and, until you were 
satisfied with the records, you could not certify the report from your 
Department. 

We have been sympathetic to your position ar d are awaitine the 
results of the action you have taken. But it has now been 4 months 
since the Post Office Departme nt compiled with committee require- 
ments in this respect. 

Reports from the departments and agencies on their employment in 
June are due July 20. In view of the time which has lapsed since 
the last Post Office report, and the need for vear end figures for the 
Government as a whole, including Post Office, a prompt report on 
employment by the Department in June is requested, even if it is a 
certified estimate subject to revision

Dear Senator Byrp: This is in reply to your letter of June 30, 
1953, regarding failure of the Post Office Department during the past 
few months to submit to your committee report of the number of 
employees on the rolls 

A short time after taking office, I ascertained that the Department 
had no accurate record of the number of employees on the rolls. Iso 
advised your committee on April 3, 1953. I greatly appreciate your 
sympathetic attitude and the forbearance displayed by you and your 
committee during the time that we have been working out plans to 
obtain an accurate result. These plans call for obtaining figures from 
independent post offices and of necessity have taken considerable 
time, involving delay which we know was not agreeable to you, and 
I can assure you was not in accord with our desires either. 

We fully believe that we will be able to furnish you with an accurate 
figure for the month of July 1953, in a report scheduled to reach your 
office on August 20, 1953. 
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As requested in your letter, a report for the month of June will be 
submitted in regular manner by July 20, 1953, based on the very best 
information available to us for that pe riod and endorsed to show our 
views as to whether the figures should be subject to revision. 

It is realized that a considerable period of time has been required 
to revise the procedures. However, much study has been necessary 
and there was also involved the issuance of instructions not only to 
large post offices but to many thousands of small post offices through- 
out the country. Some phases of the procedure have been difficult 


to work out. Again may I say I am most appreciative of the indul 
rence extended by your committee. We feel that the revised peoarene 
scheduled will eliminate further difficulties in the matter. Please be 


assured of our complete cooperation.
